Please take notice that subsequent to a recent inspection of the referenced property it has been found that
several trees, which were located on this property along the Vietory Boulevard (Route 171) frontage and
was part of the landscaping required for this site, have been cut down and removed, Such activity has
now caused the property te be in violation of the Jandscape standards of the County’s Zoning Ordinance.

These changes to your site has now caused the property 1o violate Section 24.1-245(a) of the County Code .
in that a thirty-five feet (35°) greenbelt shall be provided contiguous to the street right-of-way along
Victory Boulevard (Route 171) and Hampton Highway (Route 134). Consequently, the greenbelt shall be
left in an undisturbed natural state surrounding development or used as a buffer between land uses or to

_mark the edge of an urban or developed area, unless the board, after conducting a duly advertised public
hearing, authorizes clearing or development.

You are hereby -directed to within ten (10) days of receipt of this letter to apply to the Board of
Supervisors for authorization (afier the fact) for the tree removal that has occurred. There is a Special
Exception application fee of $200.00. You mmst include a professionally pregared landscape plan
indicating replanting to occur within the greenbelt to compensate for tree removal. You can contact a
member of the Planning Department at 890-3404 to obtain the application or for any questions on the
application process. .

Your failure to comply within the appointed time shall subject }>ou to further legal action as prescribed by
law being pursued, Upon conviction, you shall be subject to penalty for such violation g8s set forth in
Section 24,1-109 of the Zoning Ordinance.

As the County is more interested in voluntary complisnce, as opposed to prosecution, we are hopeful that
your response will be prompt and positive.
